'That con- 
vention was amended to extensively by 
the United State* at it* lust session Unit 
ithe. British government declined to rat- 
ify it. Within a few \ve?ks negotiations 
began afresh between Secretary Hay rind 
Lord 'Pauneefole which have just result- 
ed in tile signature of the treaty, drawn 
with spocin-1 reference to the objections 
found by the scr-nt* with the iii>t treaty. 
1'rora a duo sense of the courtesy which 
must be observed towards the United 
Slate* ueutitc wherever a treaty is con- 
c'crncfl. the state department i» estopped 
from making public the text of the new 
convention and that will remain secret 
iiutil the senate itself shall break the 
deal of confidence.

DEATHS IN MAINE WOODS 


Five Hunters Have Been Killed De- 


spite Penalty Imposed for 


Reckless Shooting. 


AUGUSTA, Me., Xov. IS.—Although 


the last legislature-passed a'law impos- 
ing a maximum penalty of ten years' im- 
prisonment or a fine not exceeding $1,- 
000 for negligence or carelessness which 
should result in the shooting of a hu- 
man being by hunters, the record of such 
fatalities in this state during the pres; 
cut- season is very heavy. A peculiar 
fen Iu re of the situation is that in sever- 
al of the awi lents the shots have been 
fired by unknown persons. 


The record up 
to the present time 


shows that twelve persons 
have been 


shot- by accident and that five of the 
victims have been either killed outright 
or wounded so thnt death resulted. In 
four instances the shots were fired by 
unknown persons.

After making 
a careful examination-they found the 
buildings in complete order, crops well 
housed and taken care of; the house 
kept neat and tidy iu manner and be- 
lieve the superintendent and his estima- 
ble wife worthy of the very highest 
praise, also the trustees of the asylum.

This treaty is intended to replace the 


first Hay-Pmi nee tote treaty. That con- 
vention was amended so extensively by 
the United States at it* last session that 
the British government declined to rat- 
ify it, 
"Within a few weeks negotiations 


began afresh between J?ecretary-'Hay and 
Lord Pauncefote which have just result- 
ed in the signature of the treaty, drawn 
with apecia-1 reference to the objections 
found by the, senate with the first treaty. 
From a due sense of the courtesy which 
must be observed towards tho United 
States senate wherever a treaty is con- 
cerned, the state department is estopped 
irom making public the text of the new 
convention and that will remain secret 
until the senate itself shall break the 
j&eal of confidence. 


U. S. SOLE. GUARANTOR. 


The principal point of difference be- 


tween the new an dthe failed treaty is the 
withdrawal of Great Britain from the 
joint guaranty of the neutrality of the 
canal thus leaving the United Slates the 
sole guarantor. 
The excision of the old 


provision respecting the right to fortify 
the canal leaves that right by inference 
optional with the- United States. AH 
commerce of whatever nationality pass- 
ing through the canal will fare alike: 
there will be no discrimination in rates 
in 
favor of United 
States 
shipping. 


Otherwise the new treaty is in aoope sim- 
ilar to last* year's treaty. It replaces 
technically the Glayton-Bulwer 
treaty, 


concluded 
on April 19, 1830. By the 


terms of that old convention the United 
States and Great Britain agreed that 
neither should seek any 
advantage of 


rights of transit across the isthmu. By 
the new convention Great Britain yields 
licr rights in favor of the United States, 
•which is thu$ at liberty to construct a 
canal. 


MUST AWAIT ACTION-, 


Nothing more remains to be done as 


far a-s this treaty is concerned before the 
senate meets, or, indeed, until the treaty 
shall have been ratified, 
rejected or 


amended. If it should be ratified, the 
state department will proceed immed- 
iately to negotiate the treaties 
with 


Costa Rica and Nicaragua for which it 
already has arranged in protocols pend- 
ing before the senate which will permit 
the canal to bo constructed and prescribe 


terms upon which the consent of Nic- 
rua and Costa Rica is given. It was 


in anticipation of this action, it is pra- 
'.-".! nied, that the Nicaragua!! government 
only recently denounced the treaty of 
trade 
and commerce with the United 


States. This treaty contained sections 
conveying rights as to canal construction 
which are to Ce replaced by more modern 
provisions. 


UEREMONY OF .SIGNING SIMPLE. 
There was no particular ceremony con- 


nected with the signatures today. Lord 
Pauncefote had been indisposed for sev- 
eral days past and it was not expected 
that the treaty could be signed before 
the end of the current week. However, 
•to the surprise of the state department 
oflicials, the ambassador appeared at the 
department about noon and the work of 
signing the treaty was soon dispatched.

LONDON, Nov. IS.—The Westminster 


Gazette this afternoon publishes an arti- 
cle contending that, even from a British 
view point, it is desirable that the Unit- 
ed, States should build exclusively arid 
guarantee the neutrality of the Isthmian 
canal and that if Lord Lansdowne ob- 
tained full commercial privileges in the 
canal for England the treaty will not be 
wholly one-sided. The article concludes 
with advising the public to expect to be 
prepared to accept a settlement which 
will '•substantially give ,ns all we want 
but which outwardly will not appear to 
be a 
triumph of diplomacy. By 
the 


blundering of American statesmen we 
were put in an embarrassing position 
last year and we svill show some magnan- 
imity, if for the sake of ,peace and good 
will, we approach 
the 
new settlement 


without a recollection of that'event. Let 
us remember that we'ha-t'B had's'orn'G suc- 
cess iu recent dealings with America. 
The Behring Sea award and Venezuela 
treaty were both substantially in our 
favor, and if 'we get open water iu the 
canal we shall be the gainers by the loss 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty." 


The Pall Mall Gazette takes a similar 


view of the matter and says: 


"We are surrendering a right we would 


never seriously think of exercising but 
which might be infringed at any momtnt 
to the serious detriment of British dig- 
nity. On the other hand it is understood 
that compensation will be found in the 
absence of a heavy toll or tariff restric- 
tions.

DEATHS IN MAJKE WOODS 


Five Hunters Have Been Killed De- 


spite Penalty Imposed for

AUGUSTA, Me., Nov. IS.—Although 


the. last legislature-passed a'law impos- 
ing a maximum penalty of ten years' im- 
prisonment or a line not exceeding $],- 
000 for negligence or carelessness which 
should result in the shooting of a hu- 
man being by hunters, the record of such 
fatalities in this state during "the pres- 
ent season is very heavy. A peculiar 
feature of the situation is that in sever- 
al of the acftivlents the shots have been 
fired by unknown persons.

kin was shot by his friend, William 
Kirk of this city, who wag hunting with 
him. 
They were 1 racking deer, --with 


,Larkin in the lead. Both caught sight 
of one at the snme time, but Kirk was 
in better position to shoot than Larkin. 
The latter at that time was at one side 
of the trail, and Kirk called to him to 
stay there while he shot. Evidently 
Larkin did not hear, for he stepped di- 
rectly in front of the gun ns it was dis- 
charged., The bulle.t struck Larkin in 
tho side.' After falling he ut once took 
a piece of paper from his pocket and 
wrote:

''Kirk dftl not kill ine intentionally," 


and signed it.

ly. He was not badly punished and bore 
no serious marks of the fray. There wns 
iittle.fcraee of the heavy body blow in the 
fifth roundj aW lie is little the'worse 
for wear. 


Ruhlin and his iinediate ' folloAvers 


spoke in awed tones of Jeffries' power. 
They agreed that he is a terrible fighter 
and sought to console themselves for the 
defeat by extolling the champion' fear- 
ful 'prowess. 


Jefi'ries says: "I had not started to 


light when Madden threw up the sponge. 
Had I gone at Ruhlin 1 am sure he 
would not have lasted two rounds.

JEFFRIES RETAINS LAURELS. 


James J. Jeffries is still the* champion 


heavy weight' pugilist of the wold. Last 
night ho decisively defeated Gus Ruhlin, 
the Akron giant, in the fifth round of 
what hud been scheduled ns.n twenty 
round fight. 


It was one of the most unsatisfactory 


prize fights ever witnessed in" this coun- 
try, as Ruhlin wilted and then surrend- 
ered to his peer, to the utter amazement 
and disgust, of the assembled thousands. 
No one was more surprised at the out- 
come than Jefi'ries himself, who asserted 
that while he had delivered one telling 
blow in the second:round lie did not ex- 
pect to win the victory so easily. Ruh- 
lin's sole explanation of the outcome of 
the fight is that he" received a chance 
blow which utterly disabled him and that 
Jeffries persisted* in figlvting him. low. 


RUHLLN SAYS ,HE WAS FOULED. 
While Ruhlihg will make no absolute

Racine county was paying $1.50 per

In December in 1889, Racine county 


a'sylum was opened for patients. Twen- 
ty-four patients from the above named 
counties were received and fifteen pa- 
tients from the Northern hospital. 


January 3, 1890, seven patients, here- 


tofore in'the county .poor house, were 
received. April 23, five more patients 
were received, from the state hospital. 
During January two patients were com- 
mitted to the .asylum by order of the 
county judge, and on May.27, one more 
patient from the northern hospital, mak- 
ing the total May 27, 1890, of 54 Racine 
county patients.

.During the twelve years that Racine 


county asylum has existed, it has furn- 
ished -40,187 and 5-7 weeks, charged to 
the state, for board to Racitie county 
patients, nnd 317 ami 3-7 AVeeks forldibt:

These figures do not represent the real 


average population of Racine county pa- 
tients. They simply show for how', many 
weeks Racine county would have been 
obliged to pay if the county had no asy- 
lum for the insane.

123 patients. Of these 101 are Racine 
county /patients.''

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CHAPTER XVII. 


11KDTSK, capital of east- 


ern Siberia, has in ordi- 
nary times' a population 
of 30,000 souls. A high 
hill of solid rock, skirting 
the right bank of the An- 
gara, serves as a splcn- 


Jlc! position for its churches, crowned 
by a high cathedral, and for its houses, 
built in picturesque disorder along its 
ilopos. 


Seen from a certain distance,'from 


ttie top of the mountain which runs 
lions tho great Siberian route at a dis- 
tance of some twenty versts, with its 
Somes and belfries, its graceful spires, 
4ke those of minarets, its spiral domes, 
it has a somewhat oriental appearance. 
But that oriental appearance 
From trie eyes of the traveler 
jnomeut he enters the town, 
half Byzantine, half Chinese, becomes 
at once European by its macadamized 
streets, bordered with sidewalks, with 
\heir rows of gigantic birch trees, by 
Its brick and wooden houses, some of 
n-hich have several stories, by its many 
jplendid equipages—in fine, by the 
whole body of its inhabitants being 
very advanced iu the progress of civ- 
ilization, and to which the latest fash- 
ions of Paris are not at all strangers. 


At that epoch Irkutsk, refuge for the 


Siberians of the province, was crowded. 
It abounded iu resources of every kind. 
Irkutsk is the emporium for all that 
countless merchandise- which is cx- 
»hanged between China, central Asia 
jmd Europe. 
They did not fear to 


draw there, the peasants from the val- 
ley of the Angara, the Mongols-Kbal- 
kas, people from Touugouze and Bou- 
rct, and to allow the wilderness to 
stretch out between tho invaders and 
the town. 


Irkutsk is the residence of the gov- 


ernor general of eastern Siberia. Uu- 
3er him is a civil governor,, in whose 
hands is concentrated the administra- 
tion of the province, a head of the po- 
lice, who has a great G?al to do in a 
town where exiles aoonnd, and lastly 
I mayor, one of the leading merchants, 
in important personage by his im- 
m>nse fortune and by the influence 
vhicli he bus over his fellow citizens. 
The garrison of Irkutsk was then 


/ymposcd of a regiment of foot Cos- 


""tncks, which numbered about 2,000 


nen, a body of foot gendarmes, who 
yore the helmet, and blue uniforms 
rtriped with silver. 


tnat last rampart of Russian power'in 
the extreme east was prepared to re- 
sist for some time. 


Irkutsk, founded in 1611, is situated 


at tbe confluence of the Irkut and the 
Angara,, on the right bank of the river. 
Two wooden bridges, built on piles^and 
BO arranged as to open the whole width 
of the river for the necessities of navi- 
gation, joined the town with its out- 
skirts which extended along the left 
bank. The outskirts were, abandoned, 
the bridges' destroyed. The passage of 


1 the Angara, which was very wide at 
that place, would not have been" possi- 
ble under the fire of the besieged. But 
the river could be crossed either above 
or below the town, and as a conse- 
quence Irkutsk was in danger of being 
attacked on the east side, which no 


of 


the hands were 
worked day and night. Tbe grand 


duke found a spirited population in 
•upplying that need, and afterward he 
found them most brave in its defense. 
Soldiers, merchants, exiles, peasants, 
all devoted themselves to the common 
safety. Eight days before the Tartars 
had appeared on the Angara ramparts 
of earth had been raised. A moat, 
flooded with the waters of the Angara, 
had been dug between the inner and 
outer wall of the fortification. 
The 


city could no longer be taken by a sud- 
fleii assault. It must be invested ana 
besieged. 


The third Tartar column—that which 


had ascended the valley of- tho Yenf- 
sei—appeared in sight of Irkutsk on the 
2-lth.of September. It immediately oc- 
cupied the abandoned outskirts, of 
which the very houses had been de- 
stroyed in order not to impede the ac- 
tion of the archduke's artillery, which 
was unfortunately very insufficient. 


The Tartars organized themselves' 


while waiting the arrival of the two 
other columns which were commanded 
by the emir and his allies. 


The junction of these divers corps 


took place on the 25th of September at 
the camp of Angara, and all the army, 
except the garrisons left in the princi- 
pal conquered towns, was concentrated j 
under the orders of Feofar-Khan. 


The passage of the Angara having j 


been regarded by Ivan Ogareff as im- j 
practicable before Irkutsk, a strong 
body of troops crossed at some versts 
down the river on some bridges of 
boats which had been established for 
that purpose. The grand duke did not 
attempt to oppose that passage. He 


if the czar had been shut up in the 
'own since the commencement of the 
bvar-lon. 
That situation raust be -given in de- 
Eil. 
It was a journey of political impor- 
suco that had led the grand duke into 
hose distant provinces of eastern Asia. 
The grand duke, after having visited 


foe principal cities of Siberia, traveling 
n military rather than princely stylo, 
without any retinue, escorted by a de- 
iachrnent of Cossacks, had gone even 
is far as the countries beyond the Bal- 
kan mountains. Nieholaevsk, the last 
Russian town which is situated on the 
Hiores of the sea of Okhotsk, had been 
honored by his visit. 


Having reached the boundaries of tho 


Immense Muscovite empire, the grand 
3uke was returning to IrKutsk, from 
whence he wouid soon return to Eu- 
rope, when the news reached him of 
that invasion, which was as sudden as 
it was menacing. 
He hastened to re- 


enter the capital, but when he arrived 
there communication with Russia had 
been cut off. He still received a few tel- 
^rarns from St. Petersburg and Mos- 
Eovr. 
He could even answer them. 


Afterward the wire was cut under the 
ttrcumstances already known to the 
reader, . . . 
- 
- 
- - 


Irkutsk was isolated from the rest of 


the world. 


The grand duke could do nothing but 


organize resistance, a thing which ho 
did with that firmness and coolness of 
which he had given under other cir- 
cumstances incontestable prcfofs. 


News of the taking of Ichim, of 


Omsk, of Tomsk, came successively to 
Irkutsk. They could not count on be- 
ing soon relieved, but they must pre- 
vent at all ;>rice the occupation of thn 
capital of Siberia. The few troops scat- 


tered over the province of Amur and 
those in the government of Irkutsk 
could not arrive iu sufficient numbers 
to arrest the Tartar columns. Besides, 
since Irkutsk could not possibly escape 
being invested, it was of the utmost 
Importance to put tho town in a posir 
tion to sustain a siege of some length. 


Those works were begun on the day 


on which Tomsk fell into the hands of 
the Tartars. At the same time as that 
last news the grand duke learned that 
the emir of Bokhara and the allied 
khans were directing the movement in 
person, but what he did not. know was 
that the lieutenant of those barbarous 
chiefs was Ivan Oga-reff, a Russian offi- 
cer whom he himself had cashiered. 


From the first, as has'been seen, the 


inhabitants of the province of Irkutsk 
had been ordered to abandon the towns 
and villages. Those who did not seek 
refuge in the capital were compelled to 
retire beyond Lake Baikcil, to where 
the invasion would not likely extend its 
ravages. The crops of corn and forage 
irere requisitioned . f or_ the"_town,; .and 


preventing it, not having any 
pieces at his disposal, and this is the 
reason he remained cooped up in Ir- 
kutsk. 


Ivan Ogareff, a clever engineer, was 


certainly able to direct the operations 
of a regular siege, but he had not the 
material to carry forward tiis opera- 
tions quickly. So be had hoped to sur- 
prise Irkutsk, the end of all his efforts. 


One can see that things 'had:turned 


out otherwise than he had reckoned. 
On the one hand, the march,of the Tar- 
tar army delayed by the .battle .of 
Tomsk; on the other, the rapidity with 
which the works of defense had been 
carried on by the grand duke. 
For 


these two reasons bis projects had fail- 
ed. Ho found himself therefore under 
the necessity of carrying on a regular 
siege. 


Meanwhile by his advice the emir at- 


tempted twice to take the town at the 
price of a great sacrifice of men. 
He 


threw the soldiers against the earth- 
works which seemed to present some 
weak points, but the two assaults were 
repelled with the greatest courage. The 
grand duke and his officers did' not 
spare themselves on that occasion. 
They led the civil population to the 
ramparts. 
Civilians and tmijiks : did 


their duty remarkably well.- At the 
second assault "the Tartars had' succeed- 
ed iu forcing one of the gates of the 
town. A tight took place at the be- 
ginning of the principal street, 'the Bol- 
chaia, which is two versts in length 
and terminates at the banks of the An- 
gara. But the Cossacks, the gendarmes 
and the citizens opposed to them a 
strong resistance, and the Tartars bad 
to return to their positions. 


Ivan Ogareff thought then of trying 


to win by treachery what force could 
not give him. His project, It is known, 
was to make his way alone into the 
town and present himself before the 
grand duke with some plausible tale 
to win his confidence and when'the mo- 
ment came to deliver one of the gates 
to the besiegers; afterward, that done, 
to glut his vengeance on the brother'of 
the czar. 


The gypsy, who had accompanied 


him to the camp of the Angara, urged 
him to put this project into execution. 


And, indeed, it was necessary to act 


without delay. The Russian troops' of 
the government of Irkutsk were march- 
ing to the relief of Irkutsk. They were 
concentrating on the. higher waters of 
the Lena and marching up the valley. 
They would surely arrive before six 
days'. It was necessary, then, that Ir- 
kutsk should be delivered up by treach- 
ery before six days,

Ivan Ogareff did not hesitate any lon- 


ger.

One evening, the 2d of October, a 


council of war .was being held in the 
large room of the governor general's 
palace. It was there the grand duke

From 
Its front windows one could perceive 
the Tartar camp, and had the Tartars 
possessed artillery .of a -longer range 
they1 could have rendered It uninhab- 
itable.

The grand* duke, General VoranzOff 


and the governor'o'f the town, the head 
merchant, with whom had been joined 
a number o'f superior officers, had just 
passed divers resolutions. 


"Gentlemen," said the grant! duke, 


"yon know exactly our situation. 
I 


have a firm hope that we shallibe able 
to hold out until the arrival of troops 
from lakoutsk. We shall .then know 
well how to-drive away these barbar- 
ous hordes, and it will not be my fault 
if they.don't pay dearly for this inva- 
sion of Russian territory." 


"Your, .highness knows that we can 


rely on the*\whole population of Ir- 
kutsk," replied General Voranzoff. 


"Yes," said the grand duke, "and I 


render homage to its patriotism. Thank 
God, it has not as yet suffered from the 
horrors of an epidemic or a famine, and 
I have reason to think it will escape 
them. But at the ramparts I could'not 
help .admiring .their courage. 
I trust 


the chief of the merchants hears my 
words, and I beg him to report them as 
such." 


"I thank your highness In the -name 


of the town," answered the chief of the 
merchants. 
"May I dare to ask you 


when you expect at latest the arrival 
of the army of relief?" 


"In six days at most," answered the 


grand duke. "A sharp and courageous 
•missary has been able to penetrate 
Into the town this morning, and he has 
Informed me that 50,000 Russians are 
advancing by forced marches under the 
orders of General Kissely. They were 
two days ago on the banks of the Lena, 
•t Kirensk, and now neither cold nor 
enow will prevent their arrival. 
Fifty 


thousand good troops, taking the Tar- 
tars on the flank, would soon relieve 
us." 


"I would add," said the chief of the 


merchants, "that the day on which 
your highness shall order;a sortie..we 
shall be ready to execute your orders." 


"Very well, sir," answered the, grand 


duke. :"Let us wait until the leading 
columns, appear on the heights, and we 
will crush the invaders." 


Then, turning to General Voranzoff, 


"We will visit tomorrow," said he, "the 
works on the right bank. The Angara 
will soon become icebound, and per- 
haps the Tartars will be able to cross 
it." 


"Will your highness permit me to 


make an observation?"- said the chief 
of the merchants. 


"Make it, sir." 
"I have- seen the temperature fall 


many a time to 30 and 40 below zero, 
and the river has been filled with float- 
ing pieces of ice without being entirely 
frozen. This is owing no doubt to the 
rapidity of the current. If, then, the 
Tartars have no other means of cross- 
ing the river, I can assure your high- 
ness they cannot possibly cross in that 
manner." The governor general con- 
firmed this assertion. 


"It is a very fortunate circumstance," 


answered the grand duke. "Neverthe- 
less let us be prepared for every emer- 
gency."

lice, he asked him: 


"Have you nothing to say to me?" 
"I have to place before your high- 


ness," said the head of the police, "a 
petition which has been 'addressed to

"By whom?"

"By the exiles of Siberia, who, as 


your highness knows, are to the-nuni- 
ber of 500 in this city." 


The political exiles, scattered all over 


the province, had Indeed been, concen- 
trated at. Irkutsk from the commence- 
ment of the invasion. They had obey- 
ed the order to rally at the town and 
to abandon the villages where they ex- 
ercised different profession* 
Some 


were doctors, others professors, either 
at the Japanese school or at the school 
of navigation. From the beginning tho 
grand duke, like the czar, trusting to 
their patriotism, had armed them, and 
he had found in them brave defenders.
